animated gathering in the city; but, 
although there was a running fire of 
jollity, much of the talk was of an 
educational value, and good advice 


was wiitiiy and at aij times ably pre- 
sented to the company, 

The gathering was in many respects 
a@ reveiation of the great volume of 
business which is carried on in the 
province and the persevering and in- 
telligent character of the men who are 
engagea in its prosecution, ‘There 
were businesses represented whose 
tentacles are cast out over hundreds 
of miles. And men present were taik- 
ing glibly of their trading trips to the 
vttermost corners of the province and

To succeed in his obligations the 
employee must be loyal to his firm, 
to his manager, as somebody must 
be at the head, and loyal to the other 
employees, as successful team work 
was the only way in which anything 
could be accomplished. The employee 
rhould give more than he was paid 
for, as it was the only way that he 
should show he was of good to 
firm, and the only way that he could 
lay claim to advancement. He who 
worked for money alone would never 
grow rich, but he who worked for 
merit aiso would grow richer. 


Capital and Labor 


The advancement of relations be- 
tween master and man, capital and la- 
bor, was spoken of by K. B. Hunter, 
of the Swift Canadian company, whose 
speech was given in a very earnest 
vein. He asked his hearers to take 
their minds from consideration of the 
mere material things which money 
could secure. The progress of better 
relations between capital and labor 
was essentially a thing of brotherly 
love. Let them take heed of the stat- 
us of labor as exemplified by the Car- 
penter’s Son. 
state of labor tn England before the 
war and said that he believed there 
was being fulfilled the prophecy of an 
American five years ago that if Britain 
ever woke up she would do wonders 
in the way of production. He contrast- 
ed labor conditions existing in  Ger- 
many, where the lives of the people 
were ordered and controlled by those 
in authority, to the state of affairs in 
democratic countries like Britain and 
her colonies. It was next to impossible 
for a man to rise from the ranks in 
Germany and become the head of any 
business. Mr. Hunter alluded to the 
progress made in Canada for the bene- 
fit of labor, the profit-sharing schemes 


introduced by some firms,, and how)! 


many houses encouraged their em- 
ployees to become stockholders in the 
business where they were employed, 
Also the libraries and reading rooms 
for the convenience and use of em- 
ployees which had been established in 
Taany cases. He touched upon tie 
Employees’ Benefit association, estab- 
tablished by the Swift Canadian com- 
pany, by which the employees 
insured against sickness, accident and 
death, and the payments guaranteed 
by the firm, and also the old-age pen- 
sion scheme, which had recently been 
introduced by the firm.

Exempting Ontario Farmers. 

In the western part of Canada, 
where farmers in thousands have 
ben drafted, it may be interesting 
to note the rule of exemption as 
applied to farmers in Ontaria. 
Whether this rule would apply 
also to farmers draited from Wes- 
tern Canada has apparently yet to 


be established by appeals to the 
Central Appeal Judge. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Duff gave. judg- 
ment on December 6th, in the first 
test case brought before him, as Cen-
